Fate delivered to me what I think is an uncommon piece of General Radio 
equipment in the form of a Frequency Meter-Monitor, Type 535-A, Serial #117. 


The front panel immediately told someone had been less than kind to this beauty 
in that On/Off switch was missing as was a yet-to-be-identified second missing 
control that is positioned immediately below the missing switch. This leaves 
only two things on the front panel, the dial and a spring-loaded terminal 
similar to that on an LM frequency meter. 


The wooden case is very much intact. On top is a frequency chart that clearly 
shows the unit covered 1700 to 2000 Kc. There is a small plate that states, 


"THIS INSTRUMENT IS LICENSED UNDER PATENTS OF THE AMERICAN AND TELEGRAPH COMPANY 
SOLELY FOR UTILIZATION IN RESEARCH, INVESTIGATION, MEASUREMENT, TESTING, 
INSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT WORK IN PURE AND APPLIED SCIENCE." 


Removing the front panel/chassis combination from its wooden housing revealed a 
solid copper lined interior. It was disappointing to discover all components, 
with the exception of the beautiful variable tuning condenser, had been removed 
from the chassis. 


To restore this beauty without a manual and, perhaps, some hard-to-find parts 
would be difficult. To make a great 160 meter VFO for use with, say, a BC-610 
or the like would not. Before I venture off on yet another homebrew project, is 
this piece worth saving just for posterity's sake? If so, does anybody out 
there have information concerning it? If not, in time it should yield one of 
the most well shielded and largest VFOs of all time.

Brian and The Group, 


These monitors are somewhat rare. I have one, SN 46, and it's the only 
one I've ever seen. They were made by GR in the 1930's expressly for 
amateur use. There was at least one add in QST. (1937?) I suspect that 
these things were expensive and that monitors were falling into disuse 
with the advent of crystal control. 


The missing front panel component was a phone jack. The antenna 
terminal should be a GR screw type with an axial hole for a banana 
plug. There should be a hole at the 1-o'clock position of the dial that 
held the telescoping support for the magnifying glass used for careful 
reading of the dial. 


You're right, complete restoration would be a chore. I'd give it some 
thought be for I'd trash it further though.

Expensive, yes; but monitors falling into disuse? Nope--hams were 
required by law to have some means of accurately determining frequency 
other than the calibration (if any) on the freqiecny-determining 
element(s) of the transmitter. This held from a 1930s revision of the ham 
regs ('33? '34? Somewhere in there) through to Pearl Harbor. 

A monitor was the way to go; receiver cal usually was xnotx good 
enough, even if close proximity didn't make your own signal appear to 
fill most of the band. Lots of companies made ‘em and it wasn't too hard 
to build one up and calibrate it, using various sources of standard freqs. 
Knowing GR, they built theirs too well, making the price out of reach for 
many hams. 

Given the docs, this may be restorable. GR components were (and are) 
widely copied. If there's nothing xtoox unobtainable needed, it could be 
brought back. 

...And that need not cost you the VFO function! LM-series freq meters 
were used by some hams as VFOs and the same trick can be applied to 
this'n...just need a couple stages of buffer to bring up the levels and 
multiply as needed.

Capable of RTTY/AM/CW at full rated output 
of 3KW on their pair of 450THs. They were interesting physically too. The 
cabinets were over 6 feet tall, but only about 12 inches wide. Had a 
window in front to see the plates of the finals.

Hi All, 


I could use some advice on a Hallicrafters SR-400 "Cyclone" that's about got 
me whupped... 


Rx is ok, but Tx oscillates like crazy - even with the driver tube pulled 
out of its socket. The 6HF5 finals are matched to within 5ma of each other 
and put out plenty of power, so I think they are OK. The driver plate 
resistor was burned-up, but I couldn't find a root cause for that. Previous 
attempts to neutralize the thing resulted in the explosive demise of the 
neutralizing cap which I replaced with the same type of glass piston 
trimmer, but once bitten - twice shy! Peaking the driver and plate on any 
band results in oscillation at full power - which doesn't seem like "normal" 
un-neutralized operation to me, but where's the feedback coming from? 


This is a heckuva way to make a TPTG rig! Any suggestions would be 
appreciated...

section is push-pull, and the tubes in that section were never really well 
balanced. So, could the one tube be trying to compensate for the other 
tube, and is working too hard? Maybe a problem in the phase inverter? 
Bias supply is fine, rebuilt the bias supply just a few weeks ago...

Two bits says it's our favorite villain-Mr. Farad has been seduced by Meg 
Ohm. Replace coupling caps to grids, check grid leak resistors, and I 
expect that your Reds attitude will be cured. 


Leakage current in coupling cap from previous stage's plate at 200 V or so 
flows through grid leak resistor and the resultant E=I(leakage) x R (grid 
leak), being positive, get subtracted from the intended (negative) grid 
bias, increasing the plate current and causing the cheery glow you 
observed.
